H ERE Is rarely to be m et in literature a more interesting and ab­ 
sorbing account ol a wise man's care for a woman’s education, 
manners, deportm ent, and character than th at set forth in Mr. B u­ 
chanan's charm ing letter* to his niece Harriet Lane They began when she 
was a school girl, and continued when she filled the place of a daughter 
and hostess, gracefully adorning the high public stations to which he 
eventually was called, and was the companion and friend of his de­ 
clining years. 


Before me are a number of letters from tire correspondence between 
Mr Buchanan and his niece. I can give here but a few excerpts—enough 
to reveal a side of Mr B uchanan’s character of which the public knows 
little. 


First, I think a glimpse of his domestic circle during his congres­ 
sional service will be interesting. In W ashington he lived in hotels, but 
curing the recess of Congress he resided in Lancaster. His family con­ 
sisted of a housekeeper. Miss Parker, always called “Miss H etty"; 
a 
nephew. Jam es Buchanan Henry; his niece. H arriet Lane (already re ­ 
ferred tot, and his servants. 


Faith fu l G uardian To His W ard* 


His nephew W T ite s: “No fattier could have bestowed more faithful and 
judicious care 
upon his own children 
than 
this stern 
but 
devoted 
bachelor uncle of ours bestowed upon us. While I was away at school, 
when ll years old, he required me to write to him twice a m onth with 
great exactitude; and to each boyish letter he would write a prompt 
reply carefully but kindly criticizing every part of It, and if I had been 
careless in penm anship or spelling he would give me sharp reproof, which 
coming from my youthful hero, made an Impression which rem ains with 
me to this day.” 
In s letter to hts sthool-girl mece, Miss lam e. Mr. Buchanan wrote: 
" l o u r letter afforded me great pleasure. 
There is no wish n earer 
my h eart than th at you should become an am iable, intelligent w om an; 
and I am rejoiced to learn th a t you still continue at the head of your 
class. 
Fu th erm ore, you can render yourself very dear to me by your 
conduct. Education and 
accom plishm ents are 
very 
Im portant, 
hut 
they sink into Insignificance when com pared with the proper govern­ 
m ent of the h eart and tem per, . . . W h at a long list of studies you 
are engaged upon! 
The num ber seem * too g reat for any com m on 
intellect, but you ap parently m anage them all w ithout difficulty. 


**.\s m ythology and history seem to be your favorites I shall expect, 
when wa m eet, th a t you will have all the gods and heroes of G reece 
and Rom e at your fingers’ ends, At rn dinner table here in W ashing­ 
ton recently a wager was m ade th at no person a t the table could 
nam e all the Muses, and the wager was won. Had you been one of 
the com pany, the result doubtless would have been d ifferent. Attend 
diligently to your studies, but. above all. govern your h eart and your 
rood utfc.'* 


C are Of Niece Happily Rew arded 


In another letter from Mr Buchanan to his niece w ritten from W ash­ 
ington. ha aays among other thing.': 


“ W ashington now 
begins to he gay, but I rarely go to evening 
parties. I have had my day of such am usem ent and have enjoyed It. 
lo u r s is Just com m encing, and I hope it m ay be a happy one. And 


now I m ust give you a word of caution. You should never m arry a 
m an to whom you are not sincerely attach ed , nor any person who Is 
hot able to afford you decent and im m ediate support. 
In my e x ­ 
perience, I have writneswed the long years of p atient m isery and de­ 
pendence 
which 
m any 
fine 
women 
have 
endured 
from 
rushing 
precipitately into m atrim ony without sufficient reflection. Look ahead, 
eonslder the future, and a ct wisely In this p articu lar.” 


In 1866 Mr Buchanan had tile pleasure of seeing hi* niece. M iu Lane, 
happily married to Mr. Henry E. Johnston, a prom inent and well-to-do 
citizen of B a r m o te . 


Due regret for brevity precludes quoting at length from Mr Buchanan s 
letter* to hi* niece, but I can assure my readers th at they com pere favor­ 
ably witll many well-known instances of tender care for a young relative. 
For example, Lord Eldon's letters to his grandson; and Lord C hatham s 
letter* to his son. W illiam To the writer. Mr B u ch an an ’s letters to his 
niece are especially interesting in that they were to a young girl whom 
Providence had placed in the care of an unmarried uncle intensely 
occupied with the pursuits and interests of a statesm an. 


Begins Distinguished Congressional C areer 


Years afterw ard, in London, talking with an Intim ate friend much 
younger than he, Mr. Buchanan said 


“ I never intended to engage in politics, but m eant to follow my pro­ 
fession strictly. 
My prospects and plans were ail changed, however, 
by a sad event which happened a t L an caster, Pa., when I was a young 
m an. As a d istraction from my grief, and because I saw th at through 
a political following I could secure the friends I then needed, I a c ­ 
cepted a nom ination.” 


As the reader, no doubt, ha* already surmised. Mr 
Buchanan was 
elected to C on gree in the fall of 1820 from the D istrict composed of 
Lancaster, York and Dauphin Counties, taking hi* seat on December 3, 
1821. He immediately took rank among the most distinguished Members 
of the House. He was always in his seat, and participated in ail of the 
im portant deoates. Hu first set speech was upon a bill making appropria­ 
tions for tile m ilitary, which he favored. He so ably defended the m eas­ 
ure. proposed by the Secretary of tile Treasury, that "T h e National In tel­ 
ligencer" departed from its usual custom and ran a verbatim report of the 
speech. T his first highly commended congressional effo rt gave assurance 
of the future distinction that awaited Mr. Buchanan. 


Records disclose th a t he was extraordinarily active during ins first 
fission . Nothing th at affected his constituents was allowed to pa.ss un­ 
noticed. He seems to have entertained from the start the idea th at he 
was strictly the servant of the people who had elected him. and that in 
hi* capacity as their Representative he was bound to attend, first of all, 
to the concerns of his immediate District. While he was strict in the ex­ 
penditure of the public’s money he was liberal where patriotism made the 
demand. W hen some members found fault with a bill authorizing relief 
cf soldiers disabled in the Revolutionary War. Mr, Buchanan m et the 
opposition with the rem ark th at the sum the bill proposed to appropriate 
was a scanty pittance for the war-worn soldier, and th at he was altogether 
averse to opposing a m atter so trifling where the dem ands of patriotism 
were so imperative. 


C onducts Judicial Im peachm ent T rial 


One of the most im portant proceedings during Mr. B uchanan’s con­ 
gressional service was none other than the im peachm ent of a United 
S tates Judge from a Missouri D istrict. 


No other m atter assumes the same importance before a legislative body 
as does an Im p each m en t trial. Mr. Buchanan, at the beginning of the 
session, had succeeded 
Daniel 
W ebster as C hairm an 
of 
the 
House 
Judiciary Com mittee, and no member was better qualified for the place 
than he. In line with this appointm ent Mr. Buchanan was made C hair­ 
man of the Com m ittee of M anagers on the part of the House to conduct 
the impeachm ent proce°ding*. We cannot do more here than call atten ­ 
tion to this all-unportant trial, and to .state th at in his closing argu­ 
m ent for the prosecution Mr Buchanan made a most notable, eloquent 
and logical argum ent, attractin g wide attention and acclaim . 
After IO years of honorable and outstanding service in the House 
(M arch 4, 1821-March 3. 1831 > Mr 
Buchanan voluntarily retired from 
Congress. 
Appointed M inister To Russia 
Ten years rn the popular branch of Congress necessarily affords a man 
a thorough acquaintance with the details and m echanics of legislation, and 
lf he be an Individual of even ordinary ability he will be qualified for 
greater responsibilities 
But if he unite with 
these qualifications 
a 
vigorous mind, an originality of conception, and an independence of 
thought fall of which Mr. Buchanan possessed! we may conclude th at 
such a man is destined to occupy something beyond a circumscribed 
sphere and reputation. 
During his entire IO years in the House of Representatives we find him 
upon all occasions battling for the cause of equal rights, the upholder of 
dem ocratic doctrine, and the enemy of those who would turn the govern­ 
m ent into a m achine tor plundering instead of protecting the people. 
Shortly aftei* Mr 
Buchanan's voluntary retirem ent from Congress he 
was honored by President Jackson with the appointm ent of M inister to 
Russia. How he filled tins distinguished position the records of the State 
D epartm ent show. His diplomatic service was marked by his customary 
scrupulous regard (or fidelity, and a careful concern for the best inter­ 
est* of his country. 
His successor at St. Petersburg, Judge W ilkins, 
formerly Secretary of W ar and United S ta tes Senator, had this to say: 
“St. Petersburg was full of adm iration for the Am erican statesm an. So 
effectively did he perform his duties there, so effectually did he endear this 
government to Russia, and so skilfully and intelligently did he arrange 
the com m ercial and diplom atic concerns of the two countries, th at he 
left nothing in the world for rn* to do but to state th at I was his humble 
.successor, 
He had preoccupied the ground and filled the demands of 
mr government,.’*
